10-Foot-High Camera to Try 


To Photograph Red Satellite 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 10 
(AP)—Moonwatch scientists an- 
nounced that a spe- 
cially-designed tracking camera 
soon will attempt to photograph 
the Russian satellite as _ it 
speeds over the Los Angeles 
area. 


The camera, which is 10 feet 
high and 8 feet wide, was as- 
sembled at Pasadena, Calif. It 


is the first of 12 specially 
designed for photographing 
satellites.

Witnesses said the plane was 
at an estimated 700 feet when 
it burst inte flames and that 
the pilot flew it over the city 
toward an open pasture.

Wreckage hit several houses 
but the damage was negligible. 
A cow was killed in the pas- 
ture.

They placed the entire blame 
upon “KMT terrorists.” Kuo- 
mintang is the political party of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

Today is the national day for 
the Republic of China and is 
generally termed the “double 
tenth” because it falls on the 
tenth day of the tenth month. 
A number of trade union and 
civic celebrations have been 
planned here with the official 
approval of colany authorities. 

Colony police have taken 
strong measures to avoid any 
incidents that might lead to riot 
or bloodshed. In the last two 
days some 250 known trouble- 
makers were rounded up and 
jailed on minor charges.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10—The 
Federation of American Scient- 
ists urged yesterday that nego- 
tiations looking to international 
control of space weapons begin 
at once. 

The organization appealed in 
a statement to both the United 
States and the Soviet Union for 
“concessions” to make such ne- 
gotiations possible. Unless this 
were done now, the federation 
said the development and pro- 
duction of rockets and space 
weapons might make all efforts 
at control impossible. 

The first man-made _ earth 
satellite, now in orbit, was 
sharp reminder,” the statement 
read, “that our technology is 
again threatening to outstrip 
our capacity to control it.” 

The federation claims a na- 
tion-wide membership of 2000 
scientists and engineers ‘“con- 
cerned with the interrelations 
of sciences and world affairs.” 
The statement was issued by 
the federation’s executive com- 
mittee, of which Paul M. Doty, 
chemistry professor of Harvard 
University, is chairman. 

“In the predictable future, the 
technological problems will be 
solved and stockpiling of inter- 
continental missiles armed with 
H-bomb warheads will begin,” 
the statement said. 

“Concealment will then be 
relatively easy, and defense— 
except by retaliation—will prob- 
ably be partial at best. The era 
of pushbutton mass destruction 
will be upon us.” 


DEFENSE DISPERSAL PLAN 
ALTERED IN PHILADELPHIA 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 10 
(AP)—Russia’s development of 
the intercontinental ballistics 
missile has caused Philadel-

If there is any tendency toward panic, the 
President does well to allay it. The best long- 
range response to satellites and their implica- 
tions is a firm resolution to seek a new ap- 
proach to disarmament. Secretary Dulles hints 
at such an approach when he prdposes talks on 
international missile controls divorced from « 
general arms treaty. He should make the same 
proposal with respect to large-scale nuclear 
tests. 

But in the absence of a safeguarded disarma- 
ment pact this nation must take second place 
te none in military capacity. And here the 
American people want te be sure that they are 
getting the full facts about the defense program 
that protects their national security. 


The question is not the integrity of the Presi- 
dent. The question is whether ‘he is adequately 
informed as to the true state of the missile pro- 
gram and related elements in the new fields of 
defense weapons and arms. The military is the 
area of the President's special eompetence and 
he is in a position to make his own evaluations. 
But even here the questions and answers are 60 
complicated that they eannot be toe fully ex- 
plored and understood. 


For this reason the Post-Dispatch believes that 
the armed services committees of the Senate 
and the House ought te be convened to conduct 
a joint investigation of the defense establish- 
ment in the light of these new developments. 


While it is true that the Executive Branch is 
in the hands of the Republicans and the Legit 
lative Branch in Democratic hands, it should be 
possible te expect that in a matter of such 
gtave importatice partisan politics would be 
kept under tight control.

Philippine Government today 
restricted travel of Filipinos to 
Japan. Informed sources said 
many reports had been received 
of discrimination against Philip- 
pine nationals in Tokyo. 

A peer announcement 
said Filipinos would be allowed 
to visit Japan “only for official 
business and for exceptionally 
meritorious tases.” It explained 
the action was taken “to mini- 
mize the occurrence of unpleas- 
ant incidents affecting Filipino 
travelers.” 

In Tokyo, Japanese Foreign 
Office sources said the office | 
could recall no cases of dis- | 
crimination against Filipinos. |

Concentration has been uposm 
the American Communications 
Association, a union ousted by 
the Congress of Industrial Ore 
ganizations in 1950 on the 
ground that Communists dom- 
inated it. Six members of the 
ACA were questioned. All 
denied that they were members 
of the Communist party now, 
but invoked constitutional pro- 
tection against giving self-in- 
criminating evidence as to pos- 
sible past associations with the 
party. 

Cited as Members. 

On Aug. 9 they had been cited 
as members of the Communist 
party at one time or another. 
The accuser was Mrs. Concetta 
Padovani Greenberg, an em- 
ployc of the Western Union 
Telegraph Co., since 1927. Mrs. 
Greenberg was a member of the 
party herself from 1936 to 1949. 
She testified the persons she 
named as party members had 
been known as comrades to her. 

The six questioned yesterday 
including an official of the ACA, 
swore that they had no knowl- 
edge of having access to mes- 
sages that could be subverted 
to the advantage of a potential 
enemy.

At the same time, the region’s 
Democrats would avoid any 
open bolt from the party that 
might affect the extensive 
powers Southern Senators and 
r,t members exercise  n 


Little Rock (Ark.) integration 
troubles and demands by some 
that the South be driven from 
the party. 

Bennett said tn an interview 
the lan had been “well re- 
ceived” by several party lead- 
ers with whom he di it, 
and would head the agenda 
when the South's Democratic 
chairmen meet late this month 
to organize a solid front against 
“the growing civil rights crisis.” 

The plan calls for fighting 
hard for the Democratic party’s 
local, state and congressional 
candidates, but offering no co- 
operation to the national party 
its presidential candidates (un- 
less he is a Southerner) and its 
fund-raising drives. 

In essence, under the pro- 
posed resistance program, 
Southerners would “refuse to 
co-operate, except technically 
to retain the identity of our 
Congressmen,” Bennett said. 
“The party would be sewed up 
in the South and at the same 
time sitting down on the job 
in the presidential election. . 

It would be a deadly thing as 


‘| far as the national party is con- 


cerned.” 

Bennett, whose loyalty to the 
national Democratic party in 
the past was credited with sav- 
ing South Carolina's electoral 
votes for Adlai Stevenson in 
the 1952 and 1956 elections, 
said he was calling the chair- 
men’s meeting “at a time and 
place on which we can all 
agree.” 

Like a number of other party 
officials in the South who 
heretofore balked at open cri- 
ticism of the national party 
and tried, instead, to bring 
about peaceful compromises, 
Bennett reversed his position 
last month when national party 
leaders approved President Eis- 
enhower’s dispatch of federal 
troops to oversee the high 
school integration in Little 
Rock, and when National Chair- 
man Paul M. Butler announced 
that there would be no more 
back-tracking on civil — by 


Democratic presidential candi- 
dates might cause the election 
of Republicans is said to be 
of no concern to those pro- 
posing the Southern resistance 
strategy. 

Their prime concern is to 
keep the South technically 
Democratic, regardless of the 
circumstance, to protect their 
area’s tremendous congressional 
power, especially when the 
party controls Congress. 

At present, Southern Demo- 
crats are chairmen of eight of 
the Senate’s 15 committees. 
Southerners also head 11 of the 
18 House committees.

PERSONAL INCOMES 
UP IN STH DISTRICT 


In a study of personal income 
patterns of the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District, the St. Louis 
Federal Reserve Bank reported 
today that in the postwar years 
up to 1956 personal income in- 
creased by 62 per cent, com- 
pared to a national rate of 72 
per cent. 

On a per capita basis, how- 
ever, the tate of increase was 
‘about the same in this district 
as in the country as a whole— 
47 per cent. 


The district includes most of 
Missouri and Arkansas and 
parts of Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Indiana and Illinois. 


In 1954, the latest year 
checked for distribution of pay- 
rolls for this study, residents of 
the St. Louis metropolitan area 
received 40 per cent of all 
manufacturing payrolls in the 
district, Next in line was Louis- 

ville, Ky.; with 14 per cent. 


The lag in growth of total 
personal income in this region 
behind the national rate is re- 
flected by the fact that only 
6.6 per cent of the people of 
the country now live in the 
Eighth District, compared with 
7 per cent in 1947. 

In metropolitan areas the 
average annual factory pay per 
worker rose from $2640 in 1947 
to: $4100 in 1954. Outside those 
areas the comparative figures 
were $1720 and $2540. 

For the first time in the his- 
tory of the United States, the 
report noted, the number of 
—- producing goods has 

mn surpassed by the number 
in all other work—government, 
trade, services, finance, utili- 
ties and transportation. There 
were 27,000,000 in uction 
of goods and 31,000, in other 
activities in 1956. 

With a rising standard of 
living there has been a narrow- 
ing of differences in per capita 
income in various parts of the 
country. Leisure time also has 
increased. In the entire coun- 
try the number of vacation 
weeks rose from 43,000,000 in 
1947 to 70,000,000 in 1956, and 
spending on domestic vacations 
and weekends from 5.4 billion 
dollars to more than 10 billion 
dollars.

Inereasing the prestige of 
teaching so that it is cormhpar- 
able to other professions is al- 
most as important as paying 
higher salaries to attract more 
teachers, Philip J. Hickey, 
superintendent of instruction 
for St. Louis public schools, 
said today. 

Discussing the growing teach- 
er shortage in an address be- 
fore the Downtown Kiwanis 
Club at Bishop Tuttle Memorial, 
Hickey said that a teacher is 
given more incentive to remain 
if he feels his work is more 


than just a job. 
However, the burdes of in- 
creasing the p te a pro- 


fessional ioe: rests largely with 
the teachers themselves, he re- 
marked. Teachers can do this 
by realizing that their non- 
classroom duties are just as Ifm- 
portant as their classroom 
works Hickey said. 

“They must devote time and 
energy to accreditation certifi- 
cation and professional ethics 
instead of leaving these things 
‘solely in the hands of adminis- 
trators,” he deeclared. 

“Teachers must attend -pro- 
fessional meetings, formulate 
professional policy and be fe- 
sponsible for professional. dis- 
cipline.” 

One of the chief handicaps 
facing a teacher in an over- 
crowded classroom is the wide 
range of abilities among the 
students, the speaker said. Spe- 
cial classes for mentally handi- 
capped and for gifted children 
have helped solve this prob- 
lem, though that was not the 
principal reason for establish- 
ing them, Hickey noted, 

The main reason was to tailor 
instruction to the needs of the 
pupils so they could profit bet- 
ter by their education. 

He predicted that elementary 
school enrollment will increase 
by 28 per cent by 1960 and that 
by 1965, school districts will 
need 16 teachers for every 10 
they employ now.

I have known sincere and earnest people in high places 
who hadn't turned the trick, and others who seemed to 
have done it quite effortlessly.
